Troops Fly 
To Ulster 

Catholics Angry 
After 2 Deaths 


B5LPAST, Northern Ireland, 
July 9 laeutcrsj.— BritLh troop 
reinforcements were rushed to 
Northern Ireland today as Catho- 
lic resentment simmered over the 
kil l i n g of two young, men by 
army gunfire. 

/Rioters set alight, an Ameri- 
can-owned factory at London- 
derry tonight, the Associated 
Press reported, then fought ofl 
British troops trying to reach the 
flames. Firemen stood by while - 
troops fired rubber bullets and 
tear gas at the mob to open a 
path to the Bligh's Lane plant 
of International Inc., of 

Pt. Wayne, Ind. Flames shot 
into the sky unchecked in one 
section Of the 80,000-square -foot 
plant where 300 workers make 
motor-car assemblies.] 

Tlte tension generated by days 
of rioting in Londonderry coin- 
cided with one of tlio year's big- 
gest flashpoints in Northern 
Ireland— the celebration of a 
Protestant victory at the Battle 
of the Boyne in 1690. 

The traditional Protestant 
celebrations will build up over 
the weekend and climax on 
Monday with noisy parades all 
over the province. Catholics al- 
ways regard the occasion with 
resentment. 

To belp seal off the Catholics 
from the marchers, 500 extra 
troops are being flown in over the 
weekend, bringing the total Brit- 
ish garrison in Northern Ireland 
to more than 11,000 men. 

The two men killed by army 
bullets were caught up in this 
week's rioting in Londonderry. 
A 28-year-oM man was killed 
Wednesday night during distur- 
bances In the Catholic Bogslde 
area. The army said he was aim- 
ing a rifle, but his neighbors as- 
serted he was unarmed- Last 
night, troops shot a l9-ynu>oid 
youth: who s-as, allegedly throw- 
ing. a.; gelignite bomb:, stuffed 
with -nails. 

Shortly after this, four soldiers 
r ln a Land Raver ran into a 
booby trap at Armagh. 

Early today, - British troops 
fought-, a crowd of you tits with 
rubber antiriot bullets. The youths 
fought back with gasoline bombs 
and rocks. This clash started 
when Catholics placed wreaths 
near the spot where 24-year-old 
Seamus Cuseak was killed Wed- 
nesday night. 

Italian Hotels, 
Workers Agree 
To New Contract 

ROME, July 9 (AP) . — Eotel 
workers and management agreed 
today oo higher pay and shorter 
working hours ending three 
months of disputes and strikes 
that have disrupted the tourist 
Industry. 

As- a result, a three-day na- 
tionwide strike by hotel em- 
ployees. to start on July 12, the 
fifth since April, was canceled. 
However. Rome’s hospital doctors, 
employees of the - city's . central 
railway station and. various in- 
dustries were still on strike. 

It was feared that higher labor 
costs would force hotels to raise 
their prices. But hotel managers 
have been pressing the govern- 
ment to grant them facilities and 
credits enabling them to keep the 
prices down. It was the first 
time since 1937 that hotel work- 
ers had obtained a new nation- 
wide contract. Tho full details 
of the agreement were not im- 
mediately revealed: But a 

minimum monthly salary . was 
fixed at 73,000 lire ttll6> .plus 
room and board.

Severe Quake Hits Central Chile; 
At Least 66 Die, Damage Is Heavy 



VALPARAISO. Chile. July 9 
(Reuters’!. — At least 66 people 
were killed in a violent earth- 
quake that shattered central 
Chile during the night, leaving a 
trail of fire and destruction in 
its wake. 

Interior Minister Jose Toha, 
said well over 300 people were 
injured in the minute-long quake, 
which also shoot part of neigh- 
boring Argentina and was felt as 
far away as Buenos Aires.

In Valparaiso, with a papula- 
tion of 300 ,000, Cliilc's biggest 
port, the death toll was put at 
25 and officials estimated that 
40 percent of its buildings were 
cither destroyed or heavily 
damaged. 

Tlie roof of Valparaiso’s ancient 
cathedral collapsed into the nave 
and the cracked spire threaten- 
ed to fall. , 

Streets and squares were filled 
with rubble and women and 
children huddled together in 
near- freezing temperatures in the 
early morning darkness. The only 
light came from fines blazing in 
the shattered buildings. 

Other Casualties 

Destruction was also heavy in 
Ulapel, about 180 miles north of 
Santiago. Officials there reported 
12 dead and said 70 percent of 
the town's buildings had been 
destroyed.

But Peace Nuances Are Noted 

CIA Tells Nixon Reds 5 Bid 
Is Aimed to Embarrass U.S.

WASHINGTON, July 9 INTO. 
—The Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy has told President NLvon that 
the new Viet Cong peace proposal 
is aimed at embarrassing the 
United States “both at home and 
overseas” mid encouraging the 
opponents of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu in South Vietnam. 

. Other negative comments . on 
.the plan were contained in a 
detailed analysis submitted to 
. Mr.. Nixon and other top ad- 
ministration officials last Friday, 
a day after Mrs. Nguyen Thi 
Biph, the chief Viet Cong dele- 
gate. offered her proposals at the 
Paris talks. 

The agency’s evaluation, ac- 
cording to senior administration 
officials, was one of several top- 
level studies of the Communist 
plan on which Mr. Nixon and 
Secretary of State William P. 

■ Rogers based their decision to 
Instruct the US. delegation in 
'Paris to seek further clarifica- 
tions yesterday from the Com- 
munist side In “restricted ses- 
sions" or private talks.

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As the American People See Their Country 
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WASHINGTON. July 0 
- (NTT).— Nearly two-thirds of 
the American people believe 
their country has lost ite -proper 
sense of direction, according to 
a national survey released yes- 
terday. They attributed this 
crisiB to drug abuse and the 
Vietnam war. 

Less than one-fourth of the 
3593 Americans polled express- 
ed a belief that “things in this 
country are generally going in 
the right direction today " a 
statistic that the sun’es'b 
authors found "remarkable” in 
light of previous experiences 
showing the public’s predilection 
lor optimistic answers. - - 

Dissatisfaction was found 
amongst ertty group ip ..the 
country, spanning racial, age, 
economic and sexual differences 
—although specific feelings a® 
to why the: country has lost 
Its way . did -vary in man/ 
instances from group to group. 

The survey was taken by the 
Roper organization in January 
and February in 200 communi- 
ties. across the- nation using

standard polling - tediniques. 
The organization is- one of the 
three major opinloi} research 
firms in the nation. 

People were asked: ,- Do you 
fed that things In this country 
are generally going in the right 
direction today, or do you fee] 
that things Imve pretty seriously 
gotten off on the wrong track?” 

Sixty-four percent said the 
country was on the wrong track, 
23 percent said right direction, 
and 13 percent hod no opinion. 

The findings of the Roper 
organization generally agreed 
with & survey taken in January 
and April for Potomac Asso- 
ciates, Inc„ a nonprofit Wash- 
ington, research company. That 
survey found -47 percent of the 
persons polled were pessimistic 
about the . nation's, future ■ and 
believed there could be “a real 
breakdown in this country.” 


Tlie Roper survey, however, 

attempted to find what it was 
that people- saw as major 
causes of the nation's problems 
and thus asked each person sur- 
veyed to choose one or more 
of 13 possible causes on a list. 

The survey stowed that 47 
percent believe use of drugs is 
a major cause: 40 percent blam- 
ed Vietnam; 33 percent chose 
racial tensions: 31 percent said 
the problem was people for- 
getting the "Golden Rule.” and 
30 percent said there was a 
lack of strong leadership 

Other causes were the. eco- 
nomic situation, 27 percent; too 
much emphasis on. money and 
materialism, 26 percent; per- 
missiveness, 23 percent; radical 
attempts, to force change, 20 
percent'. Communism, is per- 
cent; youth and its values, 13 
percent: growing conservatism, 


4 percent and too much tech- 
nology, 4 percent. 

The Roper survey showed 
that concern - with the drug 
problem was most evident 
among Negroes, those with 
grade school education or less, 
those in the northeast United 
States and those over 49 years 
of age. 

Women were generally more 
pessimistic than men, with only 
lfi percent of the women in the 
South* believing the country is 
moving hi the right direction 
whereas 22 percent of the men 
from that region held that 
belief. 

Only 12 percent of the 
Negroes surveyed thought the 
nation was on track, whereas 
35 percent of the whites were 
optimistic. And blacks showed 
none of the concern whites did 
over permissiveness, youth and 
its values, radical . attempts to 
force change or Communism- 
focusing instead on the need 
for national leadership, an im- 
proved economic situation and 
an end to drug abuse.

But ali the studies also found 
new elements in the plan. The 
CIA paper, for example, noted

For this reason, senior officials 
said, the administration chose to 
seek to engage ra what officials 
here termed “meaningful nego- 
tiations. " 

Senior officials emphasized that 
they did not consider the fact 
that the Communists had not 
responded immediately to the 
proposal for “restricted” sessions, 
made yesterday in Paris by David 
KR. Bruce, the chief U.S. nego- 
tiator. as an outright rejection. 

They said that “something 
resembling a negotiating process 
may be m the making." 

At San Clemente. Calif, where 
jMr. Nixon and Mr. Rogers con- 
ferred for the third time this 
week on strategy in the Paris 
talks, a White House spokesman, 
Gerald L. Warren, said that Mr. 
Bruce was attempting to start 
“meaningful negotiations." 

The 'State Department press 
officer. Charles W. Bray 3d said 
here about the Bruce proposal 
that “wo regret that the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong 
(Continued on Page 2.

Pentagon Papers 
On Sale; Biggest 
Customer Is U.S. 

WASHINGTON, July 9 (API 
The once -secret u.S. Defense De- 
partment papers went on sale la 
Washington today and one of the 
biggest customers was the UJ5. 
government. 

“The Pentagon and the CIA 
have the first several hundreds," 
said Dave Pearsall, area distrib- 
utor for Bantam Books which 
published the papers in paper- 
back. 

“The first order of 12,560 is 
already gone and we have order- 
ed 20,000 more,” Mr. Pearsall 
said. They are due to arrive 
Monday, 


WASHINGTON, July 9 tEEET). — A country-by -country tabulation 
of US. military aid to foreign nations, invariably classified as secret 
for the past 23 years, was divulged today by Sen. william Proton ire. 

The Wisconsin Democrat was given permission by the State 
Department to release the schedule of aid for fiscal 1972— which 
begins July 1— after threatening to make the list public unless the 
administration could show wby it should be withheld. 

Thus, It was learned that the once-ostracised Greek military 
government would get 9117 mil- 
lion in UjS. arms aid this fiscal 
year under Nixon administration 
proposals. 

Greece, whose aid was shut off 
after a military coup in April 
1967. would get SISA million in 
direct military aid, $60 million in 
arms sales and 538 million in ex- 
cess UjS. military supplies. 

President Nixon resumed the 
military aid program to Greece 
last September, citing Greek 
membership in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) and 
its strategic position on Europe's 
southern flank. 

Sen. Proxmire said figures were 
supplied for 43 nations. 

Formerly Classified 
In the past, outlays for the 
current fiscal year always remain- 
ed classified until the year end- 
ed. However, Sen. Proxmire told 
the State Department that he 
“would honor the classification 
of there amounts only 11 they 
made a clear case for doing so.” 

The breakdown released by 
Sen. Proxmire showed that the 
recipient nations will receive a 
total of $731J5 million in military 
assistance; $582 million in for- 
eign credit sales; $825 million in 
economic supporting assistance 
and $220 million in excess defense 
items. 

He said the table did not in- 
• elude a coimtiy-by-ooontry break- 
down of amounts for service- 
financed mflitary aid. and mili- 
tary aid financed under the Food 
for Peace Program. 

The figures showed that South 
Vietnam was the largest recipi- 
ent getting. S565 million, fol- 
lowed by Cambodia, $310 million: 

South Korea. $254 million: Tur- 
key, $99 million. Also listed were 
Taiwan, $64 million, and Laos, 

$50 million. 

The figure of $565 million for 
Vietnam reflects only the sup- 
porting economic assistance, not 
the direct military aid. which Is 
handled in the Defense budget. 

The State and Defense Depart- 
ment contended. Sen. Proxmire 
said, “that if country ‘A 1 knew 
what country *B' was getting, that 
might be embarrassing, or if the 
amount proposed for country ‘A’ 
was reduced by Congress, in- 
ternational relationships might 
suffer." 

“The question of how much 
and what type of foreign aid 
should be sent to a myriad of 
countries on every continent in 
the world is a proper -subject for 
discussions and debate by the 
American people,” Sen. Proxmire 
said. 

Absent from the breakdown 
were the amounts for six Middle 
East nations because “of delicate 
negotiations now under way.” 

The total for these countries is 
less than $100 million In military

grants but $373 million in credit 
sales. 

Sen. Proxmire charged that the 
practice of classifying this in- 
formation “with rare exceptions" 
is no more justified than clas- 
sifying as secret the amount of 
federal funds going to UjS. cities. 

Meantime, Sens. Stuart Sym- 
ington, D„ Mo., and Clifford P. 
Case, R„ N.J.. citing some of the 
figures in the aid breakdown, 
continued to attack what they 
characterized as a “secret war" in 
Laos. 

Sen. Case charged that while 
the figures show tliat Laos 
received only $50 million, and 
that in economic assistance only, 
the real expenditures, including 
CIA financing of the Laotian 
"annee clandestine” exceeded 
$350 million. 

The only European countries 
for whom, military aid was ear- 
marked were Spain, with $13 
million in grant Rid, and Portu- 
gal. with $1 million, also in 
grants. 

African recipients included 
Ethiopia, $12.7 million In grants: 
Congo. $477,000 in grants and S3 
million in sales: and Liberia, 
$500,000 In grants. 

In addition, several countries 
were scheduled to divide $1,920.- 
000 in defense articles declared 
surplus. 

They included Cambodia, $11 
million; China. $48 million; In- 
donesia, S3 million: Korea. $40 
million, and Turkey. $48.4 mil- 
lion.. 

The dollar value of this surplus 
equipment is artificially estimat- 
ed by the Defense Department 
and normally represents approxi- 
mately 30 to 40 percent of the 
original replacement cost 

The figures involved are sub- 
ject to congressional approval 
and could be altered, by either 
the House or the Senate. 


U.S. Turns Over Last Base 
Near DMZ to S. Vietnamese 


SAIGON. July 9 <AP) . — The 
United States turned over its 
last base along the Demilitarized 
Zone to the South Vietnamese to- 
day but kept some American 
artillerymen and advisers there. 

About 500 men from the 1st 
Brigade, 5th Mechanized Infantry 
Division, left Fire Base Charlie 2, 
four miles southeast of the DMZ, 
This was the base where a North 
Vietnamese rocket ripped through 
a bunker crowded with Gls on 
May 21, killed 29 and wounded 33. 
It was the heaviest toll inflicted 
by one rocket in the war. 

About 50 Americans win remain 
there to man the eight-inch bat- 
tery. to advise the South Vietna- 
mese and to monitor radar and 
sensor devices that track North 
Vietnamese infiltration. 

Yesterday, the oouth Vietna- 
mese took over Fire Base Alpha 4, 
also known as Con Thien. three 
miles northwest of Charlie 2. 
About 200 UJ5. troops left Alpha I, 
but about 100 are remaining for 
artillery, advisory and electronic 
duty. 

“We have been taking over fire 
bases on the DMZ since 1969 and 
this is the last one,” said Maj. 
Gen. Pham Van Fhu, commander 
of the South Vietnamese 1st In- 
fantry Division. 

Gen. Phu's deputy. Brig. Gen. 
Vu van GiaJ, commented. "We 
are going to deploy our troops as 
best we can. Whether or not 
we can do the job, we shall gee." 


He noted that fighting along 
the DMZ has slowed down, but 
said he expects increased enemy 
activity as the South Vietnamese 
presidential election on Oct. 3 
draws nearer. 

Saigon Troops 
Airlifted by VS. 
To Parrot's Beak 

SAIGON. July 9 (Reuters!.— 
American helicopters have air- 
lifted two battalions of South 
Vietnamese troops Into the Par- 
rot's Beak area of Cambodia to 
root out a suspected battalion of 
Communist sabotage specialists 
working not far from Saigon, a 
top South Vietnamese general re- 
ported today. 

Intelligence reports have indi- 
cated that North Vietnamese 
troops were planning to launch 
attacks toward Saigon from the 
Parrot's Beak area of Cambodia, 
whldh reaches to within 35 miles 
of the South Vietnamese capital. 

Gen. Nguyen Van Minh, com- 
mander of most of the South 
Vietnamese troops in the Cambo- 
dian operation and military gov- 
ernor of Saigon, said that about 
1.200 soldiers were flown in yes- 
terday. But an official announce- 
ment today said that no contact 
had yet been made with the 
enemy. 
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Thieu Praises 
Veterans for 
‘Sacrifices’ 


Spurns Any Peace 
Dictated by Reds

SAIGON, July 8. — President 
Nguyen Van Thieu praised his 
country’s war veterans today 
lor their contribution of "blood 
and sacrifices," and pledged once 
again that South Vietnam will 
never accept peace on terms 
•dictated" by the Communists. 

Mr. Thieu. appearing at a 
ceremony marking the first an- 
niversary of a law providing in- 
creased benefits to disabled 
veterans, said that in the past 
year the government has com- 
pleted three-fourths of the 10.000 
houses it has promised to build 
for soldiers and their families. 

The veterans have been a 
politically troublesome group for 

Mr. Tliieu, though their activities 
have tapered off over the last 
year as benefits have been slight- 
ly increased. According to official 
figures. South Vietnam has 

216.000 veterans, of whom 43,000 
are considered disabled. 

The government, by Its own 
account, also owes support to 

74.000 parents of dead soldiers 
and 234.000 widows and father- 
less children. 

Only a scattering of veterans 
and their leaders were present 
today as Mr. Thieu appeared for 
the ceremony at Saigon’s city 
hail. Nguyen Van Quan, the vice- 
chairman of the veterans' orga- 
nization, said he thought In the 
past year the government "has 
responded partially to the needs 
of veterans." 

After the ceremony, Mr. Thieu 
and other officials circulated 
briefly through a bizarre ex- 
hibition arranged by the South 
Vietnamese Ministry of Veterans 
Affairs. 

The highlight of the exhibition, 
designed to show the rehabili- 
tative activities available to dis- 
abled veterans, was an electric 
South Vietnamese soldier — or 
rather a life-size manikin— sup- 
plied with artificial arms and 
legs and a papier-mache smile, 
tirelessly pedaling an exer cycle 
whose revolving wheel generated 
enough current to light a small 
red bulb. 

Just over a year ago, a sim- 
mering resentment toward the 
veterans seemed to be turning 
from a verbal conflict towards 
violence. 

Veterans seized property, both 
public and private, and built 
whole communities of makeshift 
houses. The state for which they 
fought and suffered, they said, 
should provide them shelter — 
and if it didn’t they would take 
It by force. Last fall there were 
armed .clashes between~veterans*

was borne to his grave today af ilt 
a moving funeral service in a 
little church packed to its ca- 
pacity of 500. Another 3,000 
mourners stood quietly outside. 

“1 never tried to prove nothin* 
—I just wanted to give the public 
a good show/* was Armstrongs 
credo, as quoted by broadcaster 
Fred Robbins, who delivered the 
chief eulogy. 

“He was the greatest ambas- 
sador of good will our country 
ever had,” Mr. Robbins declared. 
“He spoke to millions with his 
music. He used to say. ‘A note's 
a note in most any language. If 
you hit. they dig if." 

Armstrong traveled all over 
the world for the State Depart- 
ment after be rose to the pin- 
nacle of jazs stardom from 
a humble beginning in the slums 
and red-light districts of N**w 
Orleans. 

He died Tuesday at 71 In the 
modest home in Corona, Queens, 
where he and his fourth wife, 
Lucille, had lived for nearly 30 
years. Taxed by a series of Ill- 
nesses. his heart gave out. 

It was from the Corona Con- 
gregational. Church that Mrs. 
Armstrong chose to have her 
husband burled, in a rose-covered 
casket. She wore a black lace 
veil and a simple string of pearls 
against a black dress. Also 
present was Armstrong's second 
wife.

Laird Says Japanese Alone 
Will Decide on Defense Role

TOKYO, July 9 (WPi.— Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird told 
Premier Eisaku Sato today that 
it is “solely for Japan itself to 
decide" whether or not' to 
strengthen Its defense forces and 
pledged “continuing fulfillment of 
American security commitments 
in Asia within the framework 
of the Nison Doctrine, includ- 
ing the maintenance of the U£. 
nuclear shield." 

American official sources said 
that Mr. Laird and Premier Sato 
"expressed satisfaction with the 
healthy relationship" enjoyed by 
Japan and the United States in 
the security field during a wide- 
ranging meeting lasting for more 
than two hours at the premier's 
official residence. 

The Laird- Sato meeting oc- 
curred In the midst of a heated 
controversy here over Western 
news reports linking the secre- 
tary. with the view that Japan 
should bear more of the costs 
of Its defense. 

American officials have In- 
dicated In comments on the Laird 
mission that Tokyo might even 
find It necessary to supplement 
US. nuclear protection with Its 
own defensive nuclear weapons in 
the early 1980s. 

Reference to Dispnte 

Cabinet Secretary Nobuo Takc- 


rites was one of the factors 
behind the UJS. refusal. 

These officials said that the 
United States could not provide 
its nuclear umbrella to Japan 
unless the alliance could operate 
on a basis of “mutual trust.” 

Japanese sources said that 
Tokyo-Washington differences 
over the removal of nuclear 
weapons from Okinawa were not 
discussed yesterday, explaining 
that the meeting related only to 
’’general matters'* and that 
specifics would be taken up to- 
morrow in a working session be- 
tween Mr. Laird and Keikichi 
Masuhara. newly appointed 
director-general of the National 
Defense Agency. 

Mr. Laird’s aides had no com- 
ment today on reports that UJS. 
officials had suggested the pos- 
sible need for Japan to supple- 
ment UJS. nuclear protection with 
their own defensive nuclear 
weapons in the 1980s. 

Defense Agency sources said 
that the United States had not 
proposed this to Japan but avoid- 
ed categorical rejection of the 
idea.

Jim Morrison, Rock Singer, 
Dies of Heart Attack in Paris 


PARIS. July 9 07PI).— Jim 

Morrison, 26, lead singer of The 
Boors ' rock group, died last Sa- 
turday In Paris and was buried in 
private here, the American Em- 
bassy. and the police confirmed 
today* 

The embassy said Mr. Morrison 
died of natural causes at his 
Paris home. He was burned Wed- 
nesday at the Pere Lachaise 
cemetery. 

The police said Mr. Morrison 
died of a heart attack. He was 
staying with a girl friend in his 
rented apartment in the Marais 
section of Paris. His friend 
found him unconscious white he 
was taking a bath and called a 
police physician. 

In Los Angeles. Bill Siddons. 
Mr. Morrison’s manager, said the 
rock singer went to Paris three 
months ago to live and write a 
book. 

He said the first news of the 
death was kept secret “to avoid 
the notoriety and circus-like at- 
mosphere that surrounded the 
death of other rock personalities 
such as Janis Joplin and Jlmi 
Hendrix.” 

The Doors was formed in Loa 
Angeles in 1965 and went to the 
top of the rock charts with 
“Break on Through.’ 1 That song 
was followed by “Light My Fire,’’ 
which brought the group inter- 
national popularity. 

But Mr. Morrison’s stage antics 
caused the group to be banned 
in several cities. He once was 
arrested In Miami for using 


obscene language arid exposing 
himself during an appearance.

NEW YORK, July 9 <AF).- 
Charlie Shavers, 51, composer 
and trumpeter, died yesterday 
after a last wish that his trumpet 
bs buried with his idol, Louis 
Armstrong. He was a New Yorker 
who composed several song hits 
including "Undecided, ’’ and “Pas- 
tel Blue.”

The defector identified as 
Midhail Jakouchin was attacked 
by the four Russians who tried to 
drag hhn into a car when he was 
on his way to the police head- 
quarters to apply for political 
asylum. 

Mr. Jakouchin told police he 
had been an interpreter for a 
Soviet military athletic team and 
decided to remain in Sweden 
when the group returned home 
last Saturday. 

Soviet Ambassador Mlchail 
Jakovlev was summoned to tbe 
Foreign Ministry yesterday by 
chief of protocol, Olof Landenius, 
who gave him the protest. 

Mr. Jakouchin. who Wednesday 
was given a one-year working 
and residence permit in Sweden, 
was free to leave the police head- 
quarters but he ha.-, chosen to 
remain there for- the present, 
sources said. 


Tlie American-led United Na- 
tions Command briefly challeng- 
ed the qualifications of ^com- 
rade” Ho ClnH? as a member of 
the commission, on the ground 
that Ms credentials failed to state, 
he was a military officer. . 

Mr. Ho, who was last seen at

According to South Korean in- 
telligence sources, Mr. Ho was a 
ranking official at the Chinese 
Foreign Minis try before being ap- 
pointed to the Panmunjom past- 
Aged 53. he fought In the Korean 
war as a unit commander ol “the 
Chinese people’s volunteers” the 
. sources said. 

There had been various specu- 
lations here as to why Peking had 
decided to return its delegate to 
Fanmnnjom after five years of 
absence which followed North 
Korea’s declaration . of indepen- 
dence from both China and the 
Soviet Union in August, 1966. 

Most observers here felt that 
It reflected the current mood of 
thaw between China and the 
United States. They also held 
the view that It was a clear In- 
dication of Improved relations 
between Pyongyang and Peking. 

Some, however, gave little 
significance to it and maintained 
that the move was merely put 
ol China’s policy to refill all the 
diplomatic posts It had vacated 
after the Cultural Revolution 
took place and to expand its 
diplomatic horizon.

—The 
discovery of a tribe of people liv- 
ing in the style of the Slone Age 
and cut off from the outside 
world for hundreds of years was 
announced yesterday by a Philip- 
pine government agency. 

The tribe promises to provide 
“one of the moLt fascinating 
cliapters In tile study of primitive 
man." snys the sciential who 
found it. 

The timid toil tribe, winch may 
total no more than 100 persons, 
was located in the rugged moun- 
tain forests of Mindanao Island 
in the southern Philippines. 

Named the Tasaday Manube, 
they are described as having nn 
knowledge of rlcc, corn, salt, sugar 
or pottery: no contact with th“ 
cca: and may be “the only people 
in the world today who do not 
know or use tobacco." 

The account of their discovery 
was compiled and reported by 
MftwuM Eliza lde Jr., head of the 
Presidential Arm of National 
Minority (Panamini. with the 
collaboration of Robert B. Fox. 
chief anthropologist of the Na- 
tional Museum and director of 
Pariamin Research. 

■ " ’ 24 Contacted 

Mr. Fox and Mr. Eli aaldc re- 
ported contacting 24 of the Tasa- 
days deep in the rain forest of 
south Cotabato Province June 7-8 
and June 16. 

The men say tn a 33-page re- 
port that a study of tbe Tasa- 
days’ ability to survive without 
agriculture or a metal technology, 
wltb permanent residences in a 
tropical rain forest “can provide 
one 
tors 
man.” 

• They said In interviews yester- 
day that they were led to the 
Tasadavs by a man from another 
tribe, the Manobo Ellt, which 
Pan a min is helping find Its way 
into the 20th century. 

A man named Defal. and known 
as "the bird who walks the forest 
like, the wind.” first contacted 
the Tasa dal's during a hunting 
trip in i960. 

He told Mr. Elizalde about the 
people last May and the Pans min 1 
director flew In by helicoptcr 
Jnne 7 to an isolated forest clear- 
ing ' to make contact. Mr. Pox 
made the second trip and said 
he gathered all tlie data he 
could. 

Safe From Society 
Mr. Fox and Mr. 21icalde 
speculate that the Tasadays were 
separated from the rest of so- 
ciety at least 490 to 500 yenrs 
ago and possibly as tong as 2,000 
years ago. 

Mr. Fox described them as 
-healthy- looking but timid. He 
said' when offered sugar one man 
was actually frightened and 
-feared It was poisonous. 

Mr. Fox said the people gen- 
erally became friendly and show- 
ed a willingness for more con- 
tact with civilization. They 
presently rely on stones and 
bamboo for wort utensils, trap 


animals and forage for wild 
vegetables. 

Panauun announced plans to 
undertake extensive research c«:i 
the Ta rad tiis and asked the na- 
tional government to declare the 
area in which they live a reserve 
prohibited to ranchers and log- 
gers. Mr. Eliz.ide said there were 
likely more small tribes in the 
region.

Tlie technique employs a prin- 
ciple that Yogis and o:her EaM- 
em mystics have known far 
centuries but that modern 
scientists are ^ust beginning to 
explore — that many of the body's 
interne! organs ti:ai teem tj 
function, and dysfunction, auto- 
matically can fcw regulated a: 
win. 

For the sufferer of migraine 
headache:,. the physiological 
problem Is an abnormal but 
transient eniarsemcr.t o' the 
blood vessels of tlie scalp that 
allows each pulse of bicod to be- 
come a throb o' pain. 

Tin; most cummer, treatment 
lias been to administer a drug 
tliat constricts the blood vessels. 
reducing the impact of the pulse 
on surrounding nervea. Men- 
niugcr sclcntexa have found that 
patients can be trained to con- 
strict the blood vessel* simply by 
thinking about it. 

28 in Experiment 
Of 28 migraine headache suf- 
ferers who have been in the ex- 
periment- so far. 12 have ob- 
tained significant improvement, 
three remain unimproved, live 
dropped out before remits could 
be obtained and eight are still 
in tlic training phaic. 

All wore patients for whom 
drugs either offered no relief or 
caused unwanted side effects. 

The treatment represents one 
of the first practical applications 
of the human mind's ability to 
control internal organs— an abil- 
ity that Westerners haw* seldom 
used deliberately and that many 
doubted existed. 

“Wc don't really know precisely 
why It works,” said Dr. Joseph 
Sargent, who Is conducting the 
experiment. “My only interest is 
to demonstrate whether it is pos- 
sible, and it looks like it is." 

The patient is trained with the 
help of a Final] •lectronic device 
that tell* him when he is suc- 
ceeding in controlling blood flof. 
The device is connected by wires 
to two temperature sensors taped 
to the patient's skin, one on the 
forehead and the other on a 
finger, A meter registers the dif- 
ference between the two temper- 
atures. 

Warmer and Cooler 
The patient is instructed to 
make the needle move to the 
right, indicating that the hand 
is growing warmer while the 
forehead is becoming cooler. Be- 
came skin temperature is a 
function of the volume of blood 
flow, a needle moving to the right 
would mean tliat the blood ves- 
sels in the finger are being 

opened wider while those of the 

scalp are being constricted. 

The patient is not told how 
to make the needle move but 
simply that when the needle 

moves to the right he Is suc- 
ceeding. and that he should

Could Replace 
DDT, WHO Says 

GENEVA. July 9 i NYT ■ .— 
More rha?; 1.4G3 compounds have 
been tested by the World Health 
Organization since 1956 as po + cn- 
tta! insec: -killers, but only five, 
the organization said yesterday, 
have successfully passed the 
severe te-ts in the laboratory and 
m the field to qualify for oper- 
ational use. 

Of the five, or dr two have 
earned recommendations as a re- 
placement for DDT. whose tong- 
lasting effects have raised envi- 
ronmental problems. 

Breaking down into harmless 
parts more easily than DDT. the 
recommended replacements, mala- 
thion ar.d propoxur. are consider- 
ed “unlikely to cause problems in 
the environment," the organiza- 
tion raid, “but they have not 
been used extensively owing 
largely to their higher costs. - 

“A dispassionate risk-benefit _ 
evaiuaticr. :hows clearly that the 
use of DDT in malaria operations 
must be continued for the pres- 
ent," according to a special WHO 
report. To abandon the use of 
DDT “before cheap and effective 
substitutes are found would be a 
disaster to world health," the re- 
port warned.

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U.S. Banks Raise the Prime 


Yfee major banks in the United States 
have increased their prime lending rate 
from 5 1/2 percent to 8 percent. The move 
(Sees rise to concern that higher borrowing 
charges will hurt the business recovery, 
prolong unemployment and push up prices, 
since Interest payments are a cost element 
both to consumers and to businesses. 

Partly as a consequence of the Increase 
In the prime rate, New York City has Just 
paid the highest net average interest cost 
In its history to sell the most bonds It has 
ever offered at one time; at an average 
rate of 7.578 percent, the $357 million bond 
Issue will ultimately cost the city S228.8 
million In interest. 

Rep. Wright Patman, of Texas, chairman 
of the House Banking Committee and a 
well-known foe of high interest rates, 
promptly attacked the boost in the prime 
as “totally unnecessary and inconsistent 
with the economic needs of the nation." He 
urged President Nixon to use his stand-by 
credit-control authority to roll back the 
Increase and implied that he would hold up 
the $250 million loan guarantee for the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. if the administra- 
tion did not act. 

Accustomed to Mr. Patman's blasts, the 
nation's bankers are much more concerned 
over arousing the ire of secretary of the 
Treasury Conn ally, who has long made clear 
his opposition to an increase in the prime 


rate. Despite their desire to avoid, incur- 
ring the wrath of so powerful a political 
figure as Mr. Connally. the banks have finally 
moved because the increases in their own 
borrowing costs were chopping Into profits. 
Their own lending rates have been held 
down by sluggish loan demand as well as by 
the administration's opposition to rate in- 
creases. 

The key question, is why Interest rates 
have been climbing. The most plausible 
answer is that the Tery rapid rate of growth 
of the money supply has aroused Inflationary 
expectations. The renewed upsurge of the 
price indexes has supported these expecta- 
tions. 

The Federal Reserve has no choice but to 
reduce the excessively rapid rate of growth 
of the money supply to avoid intensifying 
Inflation. In the short run this is putting 
further pressure on interest rates. The way 
to reduce interest rates in time is to gain 
firmer eontrol over Inflation. An attempt 
to roll back the prime rate would only have 
the effect of causing banks to make fewer 
loans at the prime rate. Many borrowers 
would find that they are no longer prime 
credit risks; the net effect would be to 
inhibit bank Investment. 

The rising cost or money should be check- 
ed by a- more moderate rate of monetary 
expansion, reinforced by a more effective 
incomes polley.

Indonesia Votes 


To nobody’s surprise, early returns from 
the Indonesian national' election dhow the 
government-backed Sekber Golkar party 
taking a comfortable lead over the frag- 
mented opposition. As one Westerner cyni- 
cally commented: ‘This election Is in the 
great democratic tradition of Taiwan and 
South Vietnam." 

President Suharto and the group of gen- 
erals who seised power In Jakarta in 1965 
after crushing an attempted Communist 
coup obviously took some pains to insure 
that this first popular vote in 16 years would 
preserve their power. It would be naive to 
assume that Indonesia will have attained 
a full-fledged democracy when the returns 
are finally all in early next month. 

But viewed in perspective, this modest 
step toward popular rule Is no small achieve- 
ment In a country without deep-rooted 
democratic traditions and with a history of 
extremism and chaos since It gained Inde- 
pendence from the Dutch after World War 


H. The Suharto regime has earned a large 
measure of popular support through pro- 
grams of economic development that have 
curbed a runaway inflation, raised the gross 
national product by as much as 8 percent 
last year and modestly improved living stan- 
dards far the nation's 100 million-plus 
Inhabitants. Defense spending has been cut 
from 87 percent of the budget under the late 
President Sukarno to less than 8 percent, 
an extraordinary accomplishment lor a gov- 
ernment dominated by generals. 

Indonesia has come a long way since the 
dark days of 1965. But the country still has 
a long way to go— economically and polit- 
Ically— -if the Suharto regime is to achieve 
a peaceful transfer of power to genuine 
democratic government. The fate of the 
former Ayub Khan regime in Pakistan 
stands as a^wamtog that democratic token- 
ism cannot preserve military rule indefinite- 
ly, even when- combined 1 with - impressive ■ 
economic accomplishments,

The political case is naturally not one 
capable of proof, but It is probable that 'it 


will be rejected only by the out-and-out 
Isolationists. 

The proposition that Britain will be more 
secure inside the community than out of it 
and that it will have more Influence in 
maintaining peace and promoting world 
development is obvious enough- . 

The practical question for Britons who 
believe there is more to life than political 
Influence concerns the cost of entry. 

On this question the White Paper is reti- 
cent.

Tanzania seems to be drift- 
ing toward a similar situation with regard 
tb Uganda by her continued support for 
President Obote and her refusal to recog- 
nize President A m in. Uganda, after repeated 
complaints of Intrusions by Mr. O bote’s 
supporters aided by the Tanzanian Army, 
(has) closed the frontier. At the other end 
of the Tamzan line, President Kaunda scorns 
the idea that Tanzania and Zambia are 
falling under Chinese influence. He fs cer- 
tainly wrong about Tanzania. He may soon 
be wrong about Zambia, too.

“His dfigjatches carried added 
.sting” the study explain^ because 
he was to. North- Vietnam, as the 
bombing moved in dose to Hanoi. 
On Dec. 36, 1966, Mr. Salisbury 
reported from Nam XHnh that the 
"Ato campaign had killed 89 per- 
sons and- wounded 405 . others. 
Press reports from Washington 
quoted officials as expressing 
irritation and contending that 
Mr. Salisbury was exaggerating- 
the damage to civilian areas. 

But soon, the government's own 

Intelligence specialists were pxl- 


fr&m 8460 million to 51.2 billion. 
But, paraphrasing the CIA anal- 
ysis, the Pentagon study com- 
ments that the bombing In 1966 
“accomplished little more than 
in 1985.” 

According to the account, the 
major result of the raids close 
to Hanoi on Dec, 2, 4. 13 and 14 
•-all inside a previously establish- 
ed 30-mile sanctuary around the 
capital— "was to undercut what 
appeared to be a peace feeler 
from Hanoi.” 

The Pentagon version of this 
diplomatic maneuver, code-named 
Marigold by the State Depart- 
ment. is reportedly Included In 
the diplomatic section of the 
study, the one part not obtained 
by The New York Times. The 
authors of other sections relied 
on press accounts and on the 
book "The Secret Search for 
Peace” by David Kras low and 
Stuart H. Loory of the Los An- 
geles Times. 

Pole Seeks 
Talks in 1966 

The study recounts that the 
Polish member of the Interna- 
tional Control Commission for 
Vietnam tried to arrange for talks 
between American and North 
Vietnamese representatives In early 
December; 1966, in Warsaw. 

"When the attacte- were launch- - 
ed inadvertently against Hanoi 
to December,” the Pentagon study - 
comments, “the attempt to start 
talks ran Into difficulty. A be- 
lated attempt -to mollify North 
Vietnam’s bruised ego faded and 
formal talks did- not materialise.” 
This is an allusion to President 
Johnson's decision to restore part 
of. the bomb-free sanctuary around 
H&noL The analyst does not ex- 
plain why he considered the raids 
Inadvertent. 

Recapitulating the public furor 
over the bombing, the study com- 
ments that 1968 “drew to a dose 
on a sour note for the President.” 

“Hfe had just two months before 
resisted pressure from the military 

for a major escalation of the war 

to the North and adapted the re- 

strained approach of the secretary 


of defense," the study continues, 
“only to have a few inadvertent 
raids within the Hanoi periphery 
mushroom into & significant Iocs 
of world opinion support.” 

As 1967 began, the study as- 
serts, the stage was set for “a 
running battle” Inside the John- 
son administration “between the 
advocates of a greatly expanded 
air campaign against North Viet- 
nam. one that might genuinely 
be called 'strategic,' and the dis- 
illusioned doves who urged re- 
laxation, If not complete sus- 
pension, of the bombing in the 
Interests of greater effectiveness 
and the possibilities for peace.” 

Moderation 
By Johnson 

“The ‘hawks/ of course, were 
primarily the military.” the study 
continues, “but in wartime their 
power and Influence with an in- 
cumbent administration Is dispro- 
portionate. McNamara, supported 
quantitatively by John McNaugh- 
tan .... led the attempt to de- 
escalate the bombing. Treading 
. the uncertain middle ground at 
different times in the debate were 
William P. Bundy [Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for For Eastern 
Affairs], Air Force Secretary 
Harold Brown and. most Impor- 
tantly, the President himself. 
Buffeted from right to left, he 
determinedly tried to pursue the 
temperate course, escalating grad- 
ually to the late spring but level- 
ing off again in the summer.” 

With the exception of a dip- 
lomatic interlude during the holi- 
day truce at Tet, the lunar new 
year celebration in early February, 
the pressures for widening the 
war were unrelenting, according 
to the Pentagon account. 

Mr. Rostow. the’ President's 
special assistant for national se- 
curity. said in a memorandum on 
Dec. 12, for example, that he 
found the allied military position 
“greatly Improved” to. 1966 and 
pictured a dominant— even poten- 
tially victorious— position by the 
end of 1967. 

In Congress, the study also 
notes, the military received sup- 
port from Sen. John C, Stennis. 
D„ Miss., chairman of the in- 
fluential Senate preparedness sub- 
committee. On Jan. 16, he de- 
clared that Gen. Westmoreland's 
troop requests should be jnet, 
"even if it should reoulre mobili- 
zation .or partial mobilization.” 

In Saigon, Gen. Westmoreland 
was pressing Washington to speed 
the troop shipments already 
promised. In support of his 
requests, the study notes, Gen. 
Westmoreland described the 
growth of enemy forces as of 
.Jan. 2. .. 

”... 9. division headquarters, 34 
regimental headquarters. 152 com- 
bat battalions, 34 combat sup- 
port battalions, 196 separate com- 
panies, and 70 separate platoons 
totaling some 128^00, plus at least 
J.12A00 militia and at least 39475 
political cadres. . . fa) strength 
increase of come 43,000 during 
1966 despite known losses.”

any of the tliree military regions 
north of Saigon, “the enemy can 
attack at any time selected 
targets... in up to division 
strength” of roughly 10.000 men. 

Diplomatic activity reached a 
peak during Tet. Feb. 8 to 12. 
as the United States halted the 
bombing. In London, Prime Min- 
ister Harold Wilson, acting on 
President Johnson’s behalf, met 
with the Soviet premier. Aleksei 
N. Kosygin, to an effort to get 
the bombing stopped permanent- 
ly and peace talks started. 

Then, on Feb. 13. after a pause 
of nearly six days, the bombing 
of North Vietnam was resumed, 
Mr. Johnson said he . had based 
his decision on what he termed 
the im paralleled magnitude of the 
North Vietnamese supply effort. 

Excerpts from Mr. Wilson's 
memoirs, "The Labor Govern- 
ment,. . 1964-70: A Personal 
Record,” published two months 
ago in the Sunday mines of Lon- 
don and Ufe magazine, blamed. 
President Johnson for the col- 
lapse of the talks, charging that 
at the last moment he had chang- 
ed his terms far a bombing halt 
by demanding a cessation of 
enemy Infiltration as a precon- 
dition. 

By Mr. Wilson's account, this, 
was a “total reversal” of the offer 
Washington first authorized tom 
to pass through Mr. Kosygin to 
Hanoi: a secret agreement under 
which the bombing would be 
stopped first. Infiltration second 
and the American troop buildup 
third. 

No Insight 
Into Change 

The sections of the Pentagon 
study available to The New York 
Times provide no insight into why 
Mr. Johnson's position changed 
suddenly. 

The study makes it clear, how- 
ever, that the collapse of the 
diplomatic efforts was a turning 
point, for shortly afterward Pres- 
ident Johnson began approving 
additional targets to North Viet- 
nam for attack. 

“The President perceived the 
[oir3 strikes as necessary in the 
psychological test of wills be- 
tween the two sides to punish the 
North,” the study adds, “to spite 
of the near consensus opinion of ■ 
his [civilian] advisers that no 
level of damage or destruction 
that we were willing to Inflict 
was likely to destroy Hanoi's 
determination to continue to 
struggle” 

President Johnson approved 
what the Pentagon account calls 
the “Spring air offensive'’ in the 
following phases: 

• On Feb- 22, for attacks on 
five urban thermal power plants, 
excluding those to Hanoi and 
Haiphong, and on the Thai 


Nguyen steel plant: for mining 
of rivers and estuaries and con- 
ducting naval barrages against 
the coastline up to the 20th 
Parallel. 

• On March 22, the tWD Hai- 
phong thermal power plants. 

• On April 8. by relaxing the 
pri.tous restrictions on raids 
around Hanoi and Haiphong, lor 
raids against Kep airfield, the 
power transformer near the center 
of the dty; for attacks on petro- 
leum storage facilities, on am- 
munition dump and cement plant 
to Haiphong. 

• On May 2, for a raid on the 
thermal power plant a mile north 
of the center of Hanoi. 

By early May these raids, the 
Pentagon study relates, had be- 
come a focus of controversy 
among presidential advisers. Gen. 
Earle G. Wheeler, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, sent the 
President a memorandum on 
May 5, Justifying the raids on 
such targets as power plants with 
this assertion: 

Bundy Calls 
Raids Univise 

“The objective of our attacks 
on the thermal electric power 
system to North Vietnam was 
not... to turn the lights off to 
major population centers, but... 
to deprive the enemy of a basic 
power source needed to operate 
certain war-supporting facilities 
and industries.” 

In rebuttal to this was the 
position of McGeorge Bundy. As 
President Johnson's assistant for 
national security until he left the 
government on Feb. 28. 1966, Mr. 
Bundy bad been one of the fore- 
most original advocates of the air 
war against North Vietnam. But 
in a personal letter to President 
Johnson, evidently received by 
the White House on May 4, Mr. 
Bundy termed the “strategic 
bombing” of North Vietnam “both 
unproductive and unwise,” es- 
pecially the raids on the power 
plants. 

“The lights have not stayed 
off to Haiphong," he said, “and 
even if they had, electric lights 
are to no sense essential to the 
Communist war effort.” 

Mr. Bundy emphasized that he 
was “very far indeed from sug- 
gesting that it would make sense 
now to stop the bombing of the 
North altogether” because that 
would be “to give the Com- 
munists something for nothing.” 
But as for the power plants, he 
commented: “We are attacking 
them, I fear, mainly because we 
have Iron out* of other targets. 
Is it a very good reason?”

Undaunted by several prison 
sentences, David Stein, whose 
skill ss a forger of paintings help- 
ed him to unload hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of 
“masterpieces.” is still plying his 
brush. A show of bis latest works 
opened this week at the Wright- 
Hepburn -Webster Gallery here, 
and, as before, they bear a strik- 
ing resemblance to canvases by 
Picasso, Chagall, Miro and Ma- 
tisse. 

But there te a difference. The 
paintings are sot fakes but 
genuine Steins, signed “Stein, D" 
(for David). Bach bears a careful 
label noting that they were done 
“in the style of” the various ar- 
tiste they Imitate. And Peter 
Wright, a partner in the gallery, 
thinks that at prices ranging from

Steins, people seem to think it's 
fun to own them,” he said. "We’ve 
had shows in our London branch, 
and they’ve sold out. Only tho 
copies sell, though, The works 
Stein does in his own style— very 
gloomy prison interiors— don 't go 
at all.” 

Actually, the gallery started out 
with a Stein show last Sep- 
tember. But a court action 
brought by State's Attorney Gen- 
eral Louis J. Lefkowltz. On the 
grounds that the paintings could 
eventually pass into the art mar- 
ket as originals, brought the ex- 
hibition to a halt. “Sven so, In 
tiie 36 hours before we closed 
down, we sold 38 pieces out of 
64," Mr. Wright said.

The attorney general’s attempt 
to stop the sale of the works was 
rejected by Judge Arnold L. Fein, 
who held there was no legal basis 
to bar sale. 

An appeal to the state supreme 
court on June 26 brought the 
verdict that Stein, though a con- 
victed forger, could sell his "ln- 
the-style-of” paintings, provided 
he signed them with his own 
name. 

After his conviction In 1968. 
Stein served a prison sentence 
here and then was deported to 
Franoe. where he was arrested, 
convicted of Xorgexy and sentenc- 
ed to serve three yean in prisons 
in Paris and Toulouse, But, ac- 
cording to his wife Anne-Marie, 
who toes In Jersey City with their 
three children, his sentence was 
reduced to two years for good 
behavior, and he expects to be 
released next month. 

"The prison authorities in Paris 
and Toulouse -have been very 
helpful In expediting Stein’s work 


to us. since they're Trying to re- 
habilitate him.” Mr. Wright s>aJd. 
He added that the former forger 
had only been allowed to work 
In pastels, since oil paints com 
in metal tubes. Prisoners are nr., 
allowed to have metal in their 
possession, end Stein's wife had 
even sent him metal- less Japancsa 
brushes. 

“I really don't know what he'll 
do when he gets out.” said Mrs. 
Stein, who works in an art auc- 
tion gallery here and has not seen 
her husband in two years. “Paint- 
ing, probably. But he can't go 
on painting 'in the style of much 
longer — that's Just a lad. I don't 
know where he’ll go with his own 
painting either. But he's talent- 
ed in many directions." 

She said that his deportation 
would prevent her husband, the 
son of a physician who lived anr' 
practiced In Paris, from ever ta> 
tag up residence ta this count; 
again, although he could probat 
visit his children, all born in t 
United States. 

Mr. Wright, whose gallery ft 
primarily with the work 
theater and film designers, 
first approached about a $ 
show by John Amine, edlto- 
the London Daily Telegrr.

J^ONDON. July 9 (IHT>.— The 
Tuesday sale of 18th-century 
imperial ClUneec porcelain at 
Sotheby's turned out to be one 
of the most Interesting events ot 
the an market season.

So far as he could re- 
member, only single pieces had 
o ccasio nally found their way to 
auction, until Tuesday. But, he 
went an to say. “collectors had 
always been skeptical about them, 
because from the point of view 
of authenticity, 18th-century im- 
perial porcelain is the most dif- 
ficult of all fields." 

judging from prices, buyers had 
no misgivings on this occasion. 
No real comparison with previous 
auctions Is possible since this 
was the first of its kind in the 
past ten years and perhaps the 
first ever to include whole series 
of Imperial wares. But in ab- 
solute figures, the record is 
stunning. 

World Record 

A pair of JamiUe rose bowls, . 
decorated with a group of peonies 
in pink, lilac and shaded tones of 
pink, yellow and green, growing 
from blue rocks, broke the world 
record for 18th-century Chinese 
porcelain at £13.000. They were 
inscribed with the four character 
marks of Tung ChOng and can 
be compared to a well-known bowl 
preserved In Japan.

nobscur. steeped in Chiactt cul- 
ture, fully to appreciate the 
eminently Chinese feel of the so- 
called Ku YUeh-hrtian style in 
which they are done, and, even 
more so, the calligraphy anti con- 
tent of the two poems or. one side 
of each bowl. 

But other inige prici?s were paid 
by people who were not emotion- 
ally so closely involved with things 
Chinese. Bluett's gave £11.000 for 
a pair of small sauce!' dishes, 
each painted with two quail in a 
rocky landscape. As the catalogue 
pointed out, these to o are strong- 
ly reminiscent of two otliers 
shown ut the Oriental Ceramic 
Society's 1969 exhibition of thr- 
art* of the Ch'ing Dynasty and 
this loo may have helped. But 
it cannot per ae explain ihe price. 

A few more e.tamptes. A rare 
vojc painted tn the same style 
as Mr. Tat i £13,000 bowl and in- 
rxrlbed wtih the four character 
marks of Ch'len Lung 'Lot 263 « 
fetched £6,500. This Ls remarkable 
because the jug had been restor- 
ed and was described as such in 
the catalogue. The base, in par- 
ticular. showed clear signs of re- 
pair. Although tbe piece came 
/ram the Charles Russell collec- 
tion and has been Illustrated by 
R. L. Hobson in his work on 
"Chinese Ceramics In Private Col- 
lections," this, repair work under 
normal circumstances would have 
been a serious impediment to the 
work's fetching a high price. 

Reasons 

The Use of high prices doesn't 
stop there. One Jamille verie 
bowl (Lot 185 i raae to £8,500, a 
pair of jamille rose butterfly 
bowls made £7.000, a saucer dJali, 
sparsely decorated, was knocked 
down at £1,700. etc., etc. 

In short, the better pieces made 
about four tunes as much as one 


could have reasonably expected. 
There are several reasons that 
combined :o produce such ex- 
traordinary prices. 

The fcrst, pointed out by Julian 
Thompson, is that on seeing not 
one or rwo. but 20 or 30 pieces 
of the highest conceivable quali- 
ty, buyers recognized their per- 
fection; any lingering doubts 
about authenticity were dispelled. 

Another contributing factor is 
that, for :he past two years, peo- 
ple who are not collectors but in- 
vestors ir. the strict sense of the 
word, hate taken to 18th-cen- 
tury art. They ore ignorant of the 
usual trends one conventions and. 
once assured by their dealer-ad- 
visers that they needn't have any 
fears, will give uninhibited or- 
ders. One could not but be struck 
by toe fact that one single 
London dealer, the well-known 
Helen Glatz. presumably buying 
on commission, mopped up. with 
very few exceptions, the famille 
verte and famine rose imperial 
wares, however high the prices. 
It matters little whether the final 
buyers were investors or collec- 
tors. The point is that the at- 
titude of investors has helped 
raise prices here as it has done 
for jades or snuff-boxes. 

Then, there is a new climate 
of interest ia Chinese wares ir. 
London. The auction attracted 
many of the curators from major 
UJS. museums: Sherman Lee. di- 
rector of the Cleveland (Ohio' 
Museum of Art: Fong Chow, of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
and John Pope, director of the 
Freer Gallery in Washington, 
D. C.. one of the best-known 
scholars in the field 
Another factor contributing to 
the intense interest In porcelains 
is the current exhibition of Chi- 
nese wares organised by the 
Oriental Ceramic Society at tbe 
Victoria and Albert Museum. The

committee includes scholars of 
international repute. The group 
lias produced what I think Is the 
most beautiful ensemble of Chi- 
nese pottery I have ever seen in 
a angle place. The exhibition 
marks the 50th birthday of the so- 
ciety and is composed of pieces 
that have belonged to society 
members. It underscores the ex- 
traordinary standards of British 
collecting. 

The exhibition certainly muse 
have acted as an incentive at the 
sale. This is borne out by the 


fact that some objects (not pot- 
tery went for very reasonable 
prices at the same sale. An ex- 
ceedingly rare and fine marble 
figure of a Buddhist priest, 41 
inches high, dating to the Bth 
century, struck me as almost in- 
expensive at £3,200. A very good 
Tang gray stone head was hardly 
ruinous at £500. A repou&&6 gilt 
bronze belt clasp, also Tang, was 
had for £35. 

Quite clearly, last Tuesday, tho 
mood was for porcelain and noth- 
ing else.

Decree on Shoes 

ROME, July 9 (AF-DJ).— Italy 
has not placed mandatory limits 
on shoe exports to the United 
States but has advised shoe ex- 
porters to limit their sales, a 
Foreign Trade Ministry spokes- 
man raid today. He said no deci- 
sion had been taken concerning 
textile exports. 

He noted there had been con- 
siderable confusion about a decree 
issued by the ministry last week- 
end concerning shoe exports, and 
that the force of the decree was 
less than had been reported to 
tho Italian and foreign press. 

The decree stipulated only that 
exporters must report foreign 
shoe sales, just as the UB. Com- 
merce Department has begun 
monitoring imports.

However, the ministry spokes- 
man said that to separate talks 
with shoe manufacturers, it re- 
commended that shoe exports be 
limited to 5 percent above last 
year's total. A few manufacturers 
have said they will not abide by 
a limit. 

Government sources said there 
was a legal question whether un- 
der Italian law or EEC regula- 
tions the ministry could decree 
and enforce a limit. 

Tlie EEC has said that it 
probably will not approve any 
mandatory limit by Italy.

Though she is 
now an established translator 
and a prize-winning poet in her 
own right, Mrs. Bacbewiltz still 
sounds . hfcp the little girl with 
the blond braids when she tries 
to describe the great Her r, as he 
was known in Gals. And this 
naivete is the best thing about 
her book. However, we feel about 
Pound's poetry and his politics. 
Its fascinating to see him as a 
father. 

When she was 13, Mary went 
to hve with her parents In Ve- 
nice. In spite of their long sep- 
aration, Found seems to have 
been very affectionate. Together 
they sat through Walt Disney's 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs” not once but twice.

It was pointed out at the time 
that although Kuhn's announce- 
ment made no mention of the 
players’ rights, he would not be' 
able to deliver game one on the 
contract until the players were 
satisfied. 

Now the players have filed an 
unfair labor practice charge with 
the National Labor Relations 
Board because their employers, 
far from seeking their approval 
of the TV pact, have told them 
the financial details are none of 
their business. The players have 
been getting S5.450.000 of the 
swag a year: that's $21,800,000 
over four years; and theyYe told 
it’s none of their business. 

A man looks at the facts and 
asks himself what they can be 
thinking, these guys who own 
baseball. Do they have some 
kind of death wish? Do they set 
out deliberately to antagonize 
their players, to stir discontent, 
foment strife, invite strikes, 
just for the pleasure of making 
trouble for themselves and 
damaging their own business? 

Marvin Miller, executive direc- 
tor of the Players' Association, 
rationalizes it. "This is a lawyer- 
run industry” he says, “and it 
Is no coincidence that more and 
more of its problems get shuffled 
off Into the courts.” 

Chances ore he’s right Bowie 
Kuhn is a lawyer. Re takes his 
advice from lawyers. And when- 
ever a dispute arises the lawyer 
instinctively says. “Let’s take it 
to law.” 

This Is why virtually all em- 
ployer-employee relations these 
days are conducted in an atmo- 
sphere of crisis. “Admit noth- 
ing," the lawyer says. "Concede 
nothing. Agree to nothing. Tell 
’em nothing. Make them prove 
their case.” 

At toe bottom of the current 
dispute is the question of whether 


the players have a rested right 
to a share of radio-television 
revenue. The players insist that 
they do. not only because they are 
the actors without whom there 
could be no show, but also on 
the ground that historical prec- 
edent has acknowledged their 
right. 

Before the first pension plan 
was established in 1947. base- 
ball's only revenue from a net- 
work was for radio rights to the 
World Series. Of this, 60 per- 
cent went Into the players’ share 
of World Series swag, with 40 
percent for the owners. 

For the next 20 years, this 60- 
40 division was written into the 
agreements, with the players’ 
share going into the pension 
fund. Since 1967. the owners 
have contracted to pay a fixed 
sum into the pension fund, and 
this sum was calculated to 
represent the share of radio-TV 
money traditionally established 
os belonging to tbs players. 

In recent years, the owners 
•Have, taken the position, that all 
the radio-TV money belongs to 
them, and that only their im- 
petuous and uncontrolled gen- 
erosity impels them to give a 
piece of it to the players. 

Clinging to this view, the law- 
yers say. ‘‘don't let them have 
a' representative sitting In when 
you negotiate a TV contract. That 
would be tantamount to conced- 
ing that they have some rights 
to the matter.” 

So the players have to holler 
to the NLRB, because unless they 
Imow the terms of the deal they 
can’t calculate what part of the 
loot should be theirs. As far as 
the NLRB is concerned, it Isn’t 
a unique situation. It comes up 
fairly often when a union that 
has a profit-sharing contract 
with an employer wants some 
facts about the employer’s ..rofits. 

In such cases, the NLRB usu- 
ally rules that the union’s cu- 
riosity is justified. This would 
appear to be a similar case. If 
the board makes the owners come 
across with the information 
sought, then the Players’ Associa- 
tion will find out what its mem- 
bers wont, then negotiations will 
begin, and just possibly there win 
be a settlement in time to get 
the 2972 season opened on 
schedule.

Bone of Ape 
Related to Man 
Reported Found 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 9 
CAP i .—Yale University researchers 
say that they liave found a fossil 
limb bane from the oldest ape 
related to man. 

John G. Fleagle has identified 
the right forearm bone of Aegyp- 
topilhecus zeuxis. a small ape 
that lived almost 30 million years 
ago. Prof. Fleagle discovered the 
bone among some fossils collected 
by a Yale group in Egypt in 1967. 

Elwyn L. Simons, a Yale pro- 
fessor of paleontology, said it Is 
the only known arm or leg bone 
from a 12-million-year period of 
the earth’s history, the OHgocene 
epoch. 


wheels to the other side — though 
this is no small problem but also 
that the population could be 
severely decimated by automobile 
accidents during the changeover 
period.

If this wasn't enough to wor- 
ry abour. there are also fears 
here that if England is forced 
into full partnership with the 
Continent she wilt pick up many 
of the filthy habits of the French, 
such as having love in the -after- 
noon with someone who is not 
your wife. 

"What has made us great.” a 
British friend told me. “is that 
wiiiie Frenchmen spend their 
lunches 3nd afternoons in bed 
with their mistresses, we work 
in our factories, and on our 
farms, and in our offices, for 
God and country. We'd be fools 
to become part of a system that 
puts sex before the gross na- 
tional product." 

An English lady friend said 
she wasn't as afraid of the 
French as she was of the Ital- 
ians. “If we join the market we 
shall have to develop bosoms to 
compete with Sophia Loren and 
Ginn Lollobrlglda. No British 
female can hope to match an 
Italian woman's bust once the 
tariffs are abolished.” 

The consensus here is that 
becoming a member of the Com- 
mon Market can only mean 
trouble for Britain. The cafe 
will replace the pub. beer will 
be served cold, and the Pope is 
sure to come over and throw 
out the first ball at Wimbledon. 

As long as the Big Six reject- 
ed Britain's application the En- 
glish were clamoring to get in. 
and furious at being blackballed. 
But now that England can join, 
everyone assures everyone they 
never wanted anything to do with 
the Common Market in the first 
place. 

And with reason. As an En- 
glishman put it to me at lunch 
the other day. “You know, of 
course, if you don't take a French 
child away as soon as It's born, 
the mother will kill it.” 



Woody Allen 
Imperfectionist 

P ARIS »THT>. — A sign in the lobby of the 
George V hotel listed the day s activ- 
ities: a reception given by the Embassy of 
the People's Republic of Mongolia and one 
far Buby 'Berkeley, surely a misprint for 
Busby, for there in the lobby the old s-mg 
and dance man sat. his lower lip as r.u- 
culent as ever, a ring with the masks ol 
comedy and tragedy on his finger. 

Upstairs, in a steamy suite, there v ere 
three men planning the triumphant tear 
of Woody Allen to Stockholm. Vienua. 
Amsterdam and. abore all. to the Taor- 
mina Film Festival. 

The trip is bound at least to raise cue 
question throughout Europe: Who is 
Woody Allen? 

Heywood Allen, b. Flat bush Dec. 1. 1935. 
the son of a waiter at Sammy's Bowery 
Follies, is an actor, writer, director, come- 
dian whose problems *"my toaster hates 
me") are wen known to American movie 
and play goers, magazine readers, nightclub 
boozers and TV watchers— in short, to the 
great American public. 

His major influences are the Mars Broth- 
ers. Buster Keaton. Charles Chaplin. V7.C- 
Fields and SJ. Pereira an. He has written 
articles far The New Yorker and an en- 
tirely irrelevant American soundtrack for 
a Japanese melodrama and has announced 
that he reads pornography in braille. He 
is in Europe to ballyhoo his new Him. 
"Bananas." 

He doesn't think his tours help his 
movies much. “But I don't see how it 
can harm them either." He is alarmed 
by the prospect of the Taormina Festival 
for three good reasons — “1 hate resons." 
"I hnte the heat." “I hate film festivals." 

His facial exppt&sion is one nt patient 
misgiving: “IH do whatever I'm supposed 
to do." he says. "I don't know what k 
is and I don't care, as long as they vet 
me back." 

Mr. Allen stands flve-feet-five. His 
jotuvs and saddle shoes suggest a high 
school holy terror, the expression behind 
his eyeglasses ranges from dirty young man 
to aged scholar to successful analysand. 
He is pleasant, highly professional and 
docile when indifferent. His public tmree 
is the bom loser— "he has found a fresh 
way to express the plight of the underdo-?.’ 
one critic wrote— and he says he jlays 
liiimelf. with some exaggerations. 

Where do you exaggerate? was the 
shrewd next question. 


Tn a few places," was the shrewder, 
reply. 

"Bananas." which has Allen Inadver- 
tently becoming the ruler of a Latin Amer- 
ican republic, will be aimed in France nt 
the intellectuals, as broad comedy usually 
is. It will open on the Left Bank after

they have a history of liking broad com- 
edy." Mr. Allen says. “It’s full of jefces 
that are not dependent on language." 

His film "What's New pussycat?" did 
better in France and Italy than in the 
United States, where one reviewer described 
it as “a shrieking, reeking conglomeration 
of dirty jokes." 

"It was bad in places." Mr. Allen argues, 
"but net dirty." 

Mr. Allen's next project, after starring 
in the film version of his Broadway fcifc 
"Play It Again. Sam." is the film of Dr. 
Reubens -a -Every thin g You Always Wanted 
to Know about Sex but Were Afraid to 
Ask." He will write, direct and star. The 
film. Mr. Allen says, will be a comedy. 

But is sex funny to Americans? 

"It's funny to me. I hare a feeling it's 
not funny to mast Americans, but that's 


. all right — theyTl laugh twice as hard be- 
cause of the repression." 

But isn't such laughter merely based on 
shame, as Freud showed In his work on 
wit? 

“I'll take anything," Mr. Allen said. 

A show business veteran, Woody Allen 
began while at PB. 99 in Brooklyn -to send 
jokes to New York columnists. He was 
launched the day Earl Wilson wrote: 
“Woody Allen says he ate at a restaurant 
that had OPS prices— over people's salary." 

Hired by a px. man to write jokes- that 
would be planted In newspaper columns 
and attributed to such wags as Arthur 
Murray and Guy' Lombardo. Allen pro- 
duced 25.000 jokes in two years. By the 
time he was 17 he was a staff comedy 
writer for NBC. A top TV writer, be 
made hi s debut as a stand-up comedian 
ten veal's ago. 

He never sees his films— “I sit through 
them two or 300 times in the cutting room 
I don’t want to see them again" — times his 
TV appearances so be can plug something 
• “There's very little good reason to do 
TV except to plug a product" > and has a 
collection of his New Yorker stories, rq*lleo 
•' Getting Even ." coming out this autumn. 

Self-discipline enables him to accomplish 
so much work. Also, he has enough self- 
confidence not to search for perfection. ■ 

"It's no more difficult to work in three 
or four mediums than to work in one all 
the time, rd rather do a lot of things 
imperfectly, fast and careless.” he says. 
"I am in all my work an imperfectionist."

“Few people enjoyed Indepen- 
dence Day this year more than 
I did,” said Willie (The Actor] 
Sutton at a press conference this 
week. Tm living every second 
Of my freedom, much more than 
anyone who hasn't been to pris- 
on.'' asserted the 79-year-old for- 
mer bank robber at the New York 
gathering, arranged for the press 
in connection with a visit to con- 
fer with publishers and movie 
producers about his memoirs. He 
refused to say where he was 
living now. Sutton, nicknamed 
The Actor” because of the many 
disguises he used, was paroled 
from Attica State Prison In 1969 
after serving 17 years for the 
$&L000 robbery of a Queens bank 
in 1950. “Crime for me was an 
escape, an escape from myself.' 
Sutton said this week. “Now rm 
slowing the pace r. little and 
looking at things I never did 
before— Jifce a new standard of 
values, a deeper trust In people 
and reform in prisons. You know, 
rm supposed to have taken $2 
million In my life. 1 really don't 
know. I accumulated and lost so 
much money. Everyone me 
where it's buried. Well. I 
haven't got a cent of it.” Sutton 
said he earned his living now by 
"preaching prison reform."
